does not potentially permit of expanded treatment, the material 
will bo incorporated into other Sections of the Chapter, with 
appropriate notice that further treatment will not appear else who re 
in the FIS* 

b. Where an area will potentially permit of complete Section 
treatment that form will be adhered to, even though, at the time 
of preparation, the information actually available is very meager,, 

0, ris producers will coordinate, and reach arreement with 
GIAsD/B/RR cm the combining of NIS Sections parlor to preparation 
of manuscripts, and give written notification of the agreement 
reached to all other agencies having Subsection or other responsi- 
bilities in connection with the Sections involved* 

In respect to the preparation of FIS in Section form where the information 
is very meager, the Vice-Chairman pointed out that the Comments on Principal 
Sources should be treated very extensively. All gaps in information should be 

clearly indicated to enable collection activities to direct their efforts toward 
procurement of needed information.

Blue pencil 
has always been reserved for D/B Publication for final mark-up, and confusion 
results wuen the contributors or the coordinators make use of the blue color in 
manuscript delivered to D/B. 

&o Uniform Con trol Statement 

In f6^P®ct to the use by Department of Defense and CIA of different 
security control staten»nte the Vice-Chairman reported that the matter is under 

d u te3 ^ ine Vhat ^eht be done toward establishing 
uniform control statements. He will report results of the study at a later date 
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The Vice-Chairman inforned the Committee that, as of this date, 11 
Sections have been received in D/B* The cannltr»nt for t he month is 50 Sections 
cw» t and 53 overdue, or a total of 103 for September* The State msmbsr reported 
that his agency expects to submit 14 Sections, with probable delivery of another 
3 Sections* The Vice-Chairman requested that the members urge contributors to 
make every effort to meet the goal of 50 Sections. 

10. Standard Alphabetical Index proposed by S0L0G Committee 

The Army member reported that his agency’s representative on the SQL0G 
Committee had requested him to obtain the views of the HIS Commi ^lative 
to the Standard Alphabetical Index of essential subjects in PIS, SID, 

which was prepared by the SOLGG Committee. This Index was submitted to tho 
IAC agencies for comment and/or concurrence in April 1952^ and it was the 
consensus of these agencies that the Index was incomplete and misleading with 
respect to the TIS listings* 

The S0L0G Con Ittee now plans to issue the Index in its original form 
for use in connection with a training program for military govemasnt officers. 
Following discussion, the Comnittee decided that, while it is in f ull accord 
with the plan for using the US in the training program, its position with 
r esp ect to the Index is the sane as that of the IAC agencies as stated in their 
comments on this Index* The HIS Con ittee recommends the use of the HIS Table 
of Contents, and the "IS Correlation Guide in lieu of the SQL0G Standard 
Alphabetical Index, and the Any member will so advise the S0L0G Committee* 

Ho Proposed ch anges in Section 6ZI 

The Army member inforned the Comnittee that the Chief Signal Officer 
had proposed certain changes in the HIS Outline for Section 641 (Telecommuni- 
cations signal and lighting equipment), which had been submitted to the 
Chapter Coordinator (State) for comment. The State member presented a number 
of suggested modifications of the proposed changes for consideration by the 
Signal Officer, The changes agreed upon between the contributor and the 
coordinator will be reported to the T "IS Committee for final decision since 
they will involve a revision of the Outline Guide. 

12* SHAPE Defense Information Storage Program 

Aa a matter of information, the Army member stated that his agency 

delegated responsibility for the collection and storage, under the 
SU^yj^^j^fr^ormation Storage Program, of certain published elements of 
MHIMMWH and HIS 16 (Austria) , as well as for copies of elenents on 
these areas which are still in draft form* Tho Frograj^^^^ls for storage 
by Army of one complete set of these HIS elements in]HH and one 
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couplets set in Washington, D. C. The Vice-Chairman commented as follows 
regarding this Program: 


a. Since present author! aation provides only for dissemination 
to SfiAHS of NIS on the USSR and the Satellite countries it will be 
necessary to obtain IAC approval under the provisions of IAC/D/45-2 
before NIS on Areas 13 and 16 may be disseminated to SHAPE* 

b. After IAC approval has been obtained it will be necessary 
for the producing agencies to indicate whether the elements concerned 
are to be released to the International Staff of SHAPE , or for "US 
Officials Only"* 

c® Since NIS material in draft form is considered to be depart- 
mental intelligence until it is published as NIS, arrangements for 
copies of such material would have to be made with the producing 
agencies concerned. Further, dissemination of NIS draft material 
is restricted to IAC agencies under current policies, 

13, JCS Priority List 

The Committee discussed the need for drawing up a tentative FI 1954 
Production Schedule at an early date to afford the agencies ample time to determine 
personnel requirements and initiate recruitment actions,, It was decided to have 
a tentative schedule prepared by 1 January 1953, As the schedule Is based upon 
JCS Priorities, and agency capabilities, it was agreed that a reexamination of the 
JCS Priority list at this time was necessary. The Vice-Chairman undertook to 
submit a request for such a reexamination by the JCS.
